UVS..Grant, President 
of the'^^nito'd States of America, dolivored 
his inaugural addresi in the jirosuuco of 
fifty tliouaand oitizona. Although tho 
"Iiinugiirnl" of a Prosidont of tho Oront 
Republic concerns tho nations less than 
tho President's "Moasngo," still anything 
omaniiting from such a quartor cannot 
bnt interest all civilized pooploa. It -will 
not, thoroforo, bo considered out of place 
to advert to some of tho topics therein 

: • ; , treated. "It is my conviction," says tho 
twioe-oliosen President, "that the civiliz- 

'""'fid -world is tending towards Republioan- 
■•"ism — Government by tho people through 
their chosen reprosentativos — and our own 
groot Ropublio is destined to bo tho guid- 
ing-star to all others,"' It cannot well bo 
denied that Eurojio afTovds sonio .-ground 
for tho conclusion; and yot it nniy be 
doubted -whether the soomiug tendency 
towards Republicanism is not a mcro in- 
termittent spasm which marks the transi- 
tion from despotism to constitutional 
monarohical government, such as that 
Trith which our own great nation is bless- 
ed. On the vexed question of "color'' 
the President speaks words of wisdom. 
^ "The eifocts of the late civil strife have 

■ been to free tho slave and make a oitizon 
of him; yet ho is not possessed of the civil 
rights which citizenship should carry 
with it. This is wrong and should bo 
corrected, and to this correction I stand 
ooirimitted so far as Executive influence 
ean avail. Social equalitj' is not a subject 
to be legislated upon, nor shall I ask that 

-. anything be done to advance tlic social 
status of the colored man, except to give 
give liim a fair chance to develop what 
thoro is good in him. Give him access 
to schools, and when ho travels lot him 
feol assured that his conduct will regulate 

.. the treatment he will receive." Tho true 
"way to elevate the recently enslaved raco 
is to g^ve that race a fair opportunity of 
elevating itself. And we feel assured that 
is all that is needed in this instance. 
With "a fair field and no favor." the co- 
lored man will win th.^t respect which 
legislation could novore.ttort. Itoforring 
to tho Santo Domingo alhiir, tho Presi- 
dent says that, although still of opinion 

' that the admission of Santo Domingo 
would have conduced to the national woU- 
boing, he will nover again recommend 
territorial oxtonsiou until asked for by the 
people. His languago on this subject 
would lead to tho conclusion that the 
"snubbing" ho thou received at the hands 
of the sovereign peoxjle still raukles in 

""'Ms'brfeast.' The programme for the future 
is thus snmmarizod: "My efforts in tins 
future will bo directed to tho restoration j 
of good fooling between tho dilTi'rent fvr- 
tious of o;ir common countrj; to the ri's- ] 

■ toration of our cuiTCncy to a fixed v;iliio } 
as conipareil with tlie world's standard of 
values of gold, and if pos.iible to par with 
it; to, th^ construction of cheap.rontcs of 
transit' tliWughout the country, to the (>nd 
that the products of all sections may find 
a market and give a living remuneration 
to tho producer; to the mainteuunco of ! 
friendly relations with all our ueiguboi-s | 
and with distant nations; to the (■.■.tal)li,ih- : 
mout of our commerce and share in tlio [ 

'<i&tryin|; trade upon the ocean; to the en- 
^' coUragfemont of such manufacturing in ' 
dustrios as can be economically pursued 
in this country, to the end that tiio exports 
of home products and iiidustric-H may pay 
for our imports — tho only sura method of 
returning to a jjermaneut and maintain- 
ing a 81)0010 basis; to tho elevation of labor 
and by a humane course to bring the abo- 
rigines of the country under tho benign 
influence of education and civilizatitm. ft 
is either thi.i or a war of exieriuinatioii," 
which, if he do earnestly and faithfuHy, 
he shall do well, ile nt^^t jjrumisos to 
devote his energies to the work of civil 
service reform — a work which may well 
engage his best efforts. The remaindei 
of the address is devoted to matters of a 
moro per.ional nature. Taken as a whole, 
tiio document is moderate and statesinan- 
liko. It is freer than most papers of tlie 
kind from wliat i."! commonly kiif)w as 
'"Hproad-cigloisiii"; and promises well for 
tho future i)olicy of our l)ig ni'i,','hlji)r. 

Banquet to Sir Hngin Allan 

Tho jieoplo of Montriwl j(avi' a liiiiujui't 
to Kir llugii Allan on the occasion of his 
departure for England in conm^ctidii with 
the great project in whicli ho has cinhai'k- 
ed--th'5 Canadian Pacili(^ Railway. Tlie 
afJair would ajjpear to have been in evrry 
roKpect worthy of tlie occasion and of (ho 
commercial metropolis of the Dominion. 
Tho Mayor occupied tho Chair, uud on his 
right were tho guest of the evening, Sir 
Hugh Allan; tho Hon. J. ,7. C. Abbott, 
H, Nathan, Es(i., M, P., Hon. ,1, Hamil- 
ton, and others. On the loft were Sir 
]''raucis Hincks, and otlior distingiii.-ihod 
;<eutioman. Tho usual loyal touatw having

Allan was proposed by tho Chairman in 
terms of higliost compliment. As might 
be supposed, tho toast was received with 
great enthusiasm. In tlie conrso of his 
reply Sir Hugh aaid:--It is diilicnlt to es- 
timate tiio uiagnitudo of tlio undertaking 
for altlKuigh it is easy to say that it l)(>;>;iiis 
ut a point near Lake .S'ii)issin;';,aii,l lonui- 
natos at tho l'a<'ifu^ Ocean, it is by no 
means easy to realize the vastness ut" tlio 
territory througli whuOi it pa'iscs.

well known on the northern border of

To 
do so they must show, what every Canadi- 
an knows, that great as tho project seems 
to bo it is reudorod far more than safe by 
the muuiiicent assistance which tho Gov- 
ernment has afforded it and otlior groat 
natural and acquired advantages it po- 
ssesses. They must sell their lands to aid 
in tho redennitiou of their bonds and at 
tho .same time by increasing population, 
to increase their local traffic; and in or- 
der to soil them they must to some extent 
undertake the task of settling them. They 
must, therefore, assume and combine 
the functions of a financial company, 
rv railway company and a land and 
emigration comp.my. And all theae must 
bo vigorously and successfully carricil on 
to ensure tho suoce:is of the entire euler- 
priso. In each and all of those the com- 
pany must be prepared to meot difllculty. 
J3ut what woric has ever been accom- 
plished without difDculty? What difll- 
cnlties cannot be overcome by (uiterprise, 
energy and porsevoranco V Tliia niuh r- 
taking eonoern.s ovory man in tho Do- 
minion. * i * ^ K 
This enterprise tlioreforo deserves nv.d ' 
■\vill need tho assistance and sympntliy of 
tho wholo countr;^. And I venture to 
liope that laying aside all sectional, local 
or political jealousies the whole people of 
tho Dominion will j,'ive a hearty sii;)port 
to this groat uuderlakiiig and prove to tho 
world that in a matter of great jiublic in- 
terest thoy can riso superior to any feel- 
ing inconsistent with the general good. 
The Province of Ontario is particularly 
interested in this work. Occupying as it 
does a position contiguous to the groat 
country to be opened by it, tho ih-st and 
greatest bouofits arising from tho success 
of the undortaking will naturally llow to 
Ontario. 'j',", 2'ro- 

vince of Quebec and tho Maritiiuo Pro- 
vinces, the benefits of tliis railwiMr though 
groat, will be moro remote and less con- 
centrated. They will bo chiefly folt when 
tho work is so far advanced and the noo- 
os.iary coimoctions made that tlirough 
freight frcuu the Pacific ocean will ii.iss 
over to the tide waters of tho Atlantic ;
